Soasatlonal declarations as to tbo pro- 
valence of lawlessness and vice in High- 
wood and the vicinity and ita influence on 
tha troops at Fort Sheridan were made 
Saturday night before a mass-meeting of 
Lake Forest citizens by Ca'pt. M. A, Sa- 
ville, of the pout at Fort Sheridan. Capt. 
Savlllo was detailed by Col. 8. R. Whltall, 
commandant of Fort Sheridan, to iuves-' 
tlgato conditions in High wood. la speak- 
ing of the result of tho iavestigatidns,. he 
said: 

"As tho result of conditions brought In- 
to Higbwood by thugs and evil characters,' 
who have been driven from Chicago and 
como to the nearest 'wet' town, there are 
more desertions from Fort Sheridan today 
than from any other army post in this 
country. Four hundred thousand dollars 
have been wasted in Higbwood by the 
soldiers. Revenue officers have examined 
the liquor sold and found it to be vile stuff, 
tbe proof in soma cases running down to 
|JQ per cent. Young girls of a disorderly 
character are brought in and harbored in 
Highwood and other places. Tho soldiers 
themselves are now making a demand for 
better conditions and the post is interested 
in any movement looking toward the wel- 
fare of the North Shore, 

'The death' of many of our men has been 
caused in Chicago or elsewhere whilo they 
'"^IfV j^ere on leave alter nay day. -Some otthum 
Tf^oTve^iitppCinfed completely from the face 
of the earth. N^m prepared to prove avery 
statement I hav*o\A»de regarding the im- 
morality and vicion^Bs existing at High- 
wood and other poinV^lotig tbo ebofav 
I am here tonight to nisP»^a£^~ ^ys&Sa.

Captain Saville was followed by Colonel 
Whitall, who expressed his Btrpng appro? 
ballon of what Capt. Saville bad said. 

"Matters ore uubearabla in Higbwood, 1 ' 
ho said. "I have now' reduced the number 
of passes to two each day for each com- 
pany. If that doesn't serve I wilt cut off 
ell tbe passes that allow men to go into 
Highwood. lam certain that if inside of 
a year there are no soldiers in Highwood 
tbe saloons will bo frozen out. It is my 
intention to freeze them out." 

Rev. Quayle, of Libertyvllle, made an 
address allocking State's Attorney Hanna 
and Sheriff Powell. 

A committed was appointed and author-' 
ized to collect funds for the carrying on of 
legal prosecution. Reports are being for- 
warded to Washington by revenue special 
agents concerning alleged violations of the 
law among tho Highwood saloon' keepers'' 
Chief Special Agent J .. W. McGinnis, with 
two men, have investigated tho revenue 
tax and quality o£ whiskey in tho suburb^ 1 
and, it is declared, found a uumbor of vio- 
lations of tho government revenue lawB.

Three Italian section hands are dead and 
two more are fatally wounded as the re- 
sult of an encounter with . three other 
Italians In a freight cor at Wintbrop Har- 
bor between II and 12 o'clock lost Friday 
night.' The five Italians were living in 
a box car and on Friday they entertained 
three visitors at supper. They knew one 
of them, Pilo Sensona, who worked, one 
day with this same gang on tbe railroad, 
After supper the men sat down to talk and 
retired rather early. They had nothing to 
drink, and there were no bottles nor other 
evidences about the car to show that there 
had been liquor there at any time. 
- At 11 o'clock Gonvoria, one of the. five 
workmen, was rudely awakened by hear- 
ing shots in the car, and feeling himself 
hit. Ho looked up and saw their throe 
visitors firing promiscuously about the old 
car. He jumped up and made for the door 
and ran north along tbe tracks. Sensoria, 
one of the visitors, followed him and shot 
Genvoria Bve times, once- across tbo fore- 
head, once in the hip, once through the 
arm, and once through tbe chest. Anoth- 
er wound was made by a bullet which had 
lodged in hU belly. 

The sight In. the interior of the cor wns 
revolting' in the extreme. There are five 
bunks in tbe car, which stands nt the west 
side of the, tracks dismantled on its wheels. 
Below, on the southwest 1 " bunk, Iny Joe 
Cutri, shot in the ear, mortally wounded. 
As he Iny, be breathed rapidly and oc- 
casionally made a convulsive move. He 
bled from nose and head. He died at the 
Jane McAllister hospital in Waukegao on 
Monday-morning. - Jnst- rfe'ross the car, 
at the same south end in the. lower bunk, 
lay Dominick August, covered with gore, 
and with his hands clenched, tightly in 
1 each other, dead, killed instantly in all 
probability. . 

At tbe northwest corner lay J tic Adnco, 
looking also as if killed instantly. He lay 
in an easy position, also blood covered. 
On tbe floor were found thirteen empty S, 
& W, 82-calibre shells, and eicht loaded 
ones. Tbe sides of tho car were pierced 
with eight bullet holes. 

The police of Zion City picked up on the 
street tha missing Italian, whose name is 
Felice Ferrotte, and who escaped from the 
murderers. He was in bis underclothes, 
nnd like tbe rest was spattered with blood 
and at the last gap. There was a jagged 
hole in his hip, which showed that he bad 
been shot while making bis getaway. . 

After a chase, in which Chief Swan- 
brough, Asst. Chief Tyrrell and officer 
Htcks were most active Saturday evening 
at 7:30 o'clock, two of the murderers were 
arrested and lodged in the county jail be- 
fore midnight. The nam™ of the two ore; 
Pilo Salvatore, a Calabrian peasant, with 
a wife and child in Italy} about 30 years 
old, of medium height, moustacbed and 
grim.. Tortni Stephano, a Sicilian, short, 
swart and nervous as a cat; age about 24. 
All evening the chief of police and the 
sheriff of Lake county sent out. long dist- 
ance messages to Intercept the' murderers 
wherever they might be, acting on 
information supplied by sheriff Barber, of 
Kenosha, that the fugstives bad taken a 
train for the; south over the St. Paul at 
Truest! oil, a lilt !o station outside Kenoslm. 
Sheriff Barber of Kenosha county and 
his aides, including the Kenosha chief, 
were not inactive oitber. They, too, sent 
messages, and .It was by one of Sheriff 
Barber's dispatches, .sent to Wads worth, 
that the captures wore made. A railroad 
contractor in Wftdsworthp by the natuo of 
Flotcher.' recbived notice that the three 
Ualians were at large. On Mb way to' tho 
postofflce in that village ho noted two who 
answered the description, so ho took thom 
captive without a ! struggle'on their part. 
., The most important discovery made by 
coroner's jury wns tbo fact that on Cutri, 
one of tha murdered men, were found 8214 
in bills, and a certificate of deposit of 851 6, 
iu tho Banc a'l tali ana of Clarke street, Cbi- 
cagot This money woa strapped about 
him in a wallet on a leather strap. . The 
bills were separated by sheets of paper, 
920 or 850 in each roll, hence, the 'coroner 
was ted to believe that he nas the banker 
for the unfortunate men, especially. as none 
of the other men had any money on them. 
Oho of the wounded, men, however, ; had 
•^j^.btf trouser leg. ' ~ . 
' One of the murderen U silll ti targe, 



and the authorities believe that ho is In 
biding in one of tho Italian settlements in 
Waukcgan. A man nnsweriag tho des- 
cription of tbe mlBBing murderer was talk- 
ing to a firemen at tho hosiery works in 
Kenosha about the murder, but later he 
could not be found.

Then 
wo found it was policy to nrrango the 
Bleeping corner In such n wny that It 
was impossible for It to got nny of tho 
flltU or .tlio wet which the swine gath- 
ered during the dny. It wns placed so 
that none of the slop got into It and 
nbout tUo only wny It got soiled wns 
when tho swlno trampled through It 
with tlielr muddy feet. Even tUen by 
taking It out Into tUo sun each dny It 
mndo-a good bed", for a number of 
nights. A hog Is a atrnugo nnlmnt. 
stubborn, of course, but It will not long 
muBS Its bed If tho latter is clean nnd 
comfortable. Much of tho nnBtlness of 
bogs is duo to the neglect of tlielr 
owners. Wo also arrange tho sleeping 
corner so' that It 1b out of the draft, 
although the house Is hropcrly venti- 
lated; ns a result there nro few If any 
cases of chills and colds nmong our 
swlno. All this extra good enre meana 
healthy awlno. It Is not well to work

To decide properly to which kind of 
storage tlio grower or buyer shall send 
his fruit requires tlio best of judgment, 
for many factors must be considered in 
making the choice and upon their just 
bnlanclng will depend, to quite nn ex- 
tent, tlio profit or loss In ha mil I ng tho 
crop. Growers, generally, nrc more In- 
terested In storage tills year, probnbly 
tlinn. usual, To nil growers, to those 
who usually liold more or less of their 
fruit for winter sale or home use, and 
to tbo buyers who- must plan for the 
best keeping of the purchased fruit, 
the bulletins of the agricultural experi- 
ment Btntlons will bo of Interest and 
value. Ono of these discusses critically 
the factors which In flu once the keep- 
ing quality of apples, ns- ascertained 
thrptigh many yours* experience nt tho 
station or by correspondence and In- 
terviews with tlio lending apple hand- 
lers of the country. It also gives de- 
tailed results of the storage of 105 va- 
rieties of apples, in tlio ordinary tem- 
perature room of the station fruit stor- 
age Uouse, or hi a cold storage build- 
ing, with notes upon most of tUe varie- 
ties ns handled by practical storage 
men.

When ono has a number of hogs to 
feed the trough is not always the beat 
thing.. to uso for the purpose, for tUe 
swlno are apt to break it down or else 
nro unable to get tbo food fast enough 
to suit them, and so get to quarreling. 
One of the best methoda of feeding Is 
a lnrge pan or floor made of cement 
and rough logs; this may bo of any 
dimensions desired, although It Is best 
mado just wide enough so that tho ani- 
mals can feed from both sides, which 
will accomplish much in the wny of 
keeping them out of It with their feet 
Mnko -tho frame of rough lumber or of 
logs cut in half and somo six or eight 
inches high, .-.

Hugo Animal Believed to Belong to 
an Unknown Speclts, 

Interesting Information regarding 
buge gorillas of hitherto unknown 
Bpeclos has hcon obtained by Eugene 
BrusHoaiu^ a French official and ex- 
plorer fron northern Africa. One ot 
theso strange monsters wafl shot by 
ono of the official's sharpshooters. 
Tho animal measured 7 feet fl Inches 
In height, was 4 foot In width across 
tbo should era and weighed 720 
pounds, Ono of tho hands, when dis- 
membered, weighed six pounds. It 
required tho united efforts of eight no* 
tlve Boldlors to drag tho dead body of 
the beast from tho point whore U wag 
killed to tho French residency at 
Qucssou, tho admlnlstratlvo center of 
central Sangho. Tho animal was horo 
Bklnned and burled. ' 

Reports have- been received at this 
station frequently during tbo last faw 
months of. tho presence of those big 
creatures In tbo uppor volleys of Lo- 
nan! and Sangeroh, but hitherto it 
had been impossible to como to close 
quarters with them. According to na- 
tive reports, however, tho animals are 
usually ferocious, not hesitating to at- 
tack caravans during their passage 
through the country. 

Thoso gorillas differ essentially 
from others. The cars are small, tho 
shoulders and thighs are covered with 
denso and long black hair, while the 
cheat and stomach aro almost bare* 
It Is believed that they belong to. a 
species that has not heretofore been 
r.een by white men. 



Capt, Coffin and the Whale. 

Tho following story la told of Capt, 
Coffin of Nantucket, who was cruis- 
ing for sperm whales In . tho Pacific 
ocean: A school was sighted and. the 
boats were lowered, and soon the cap- 
tain's boat was "fast." Usually when 
a whale Is struck (harpooned) ho 
sounds or goes down. Then It Is time 
to look out and see where he Is com- 
ing up. 

This particular whale came up un- 
der tbe boat, with jaws wide open, 
crushing tho boat and throwing out 
the crew.

- On Bopt 8 Inst the Chlneso resi- 
dents of tho Straits Settlements had 
a great procession called "wangkang," 
to get rid of a large accumulation of 
Ovil spirits. Ceremonies of tills sort 
aro hold by the Chinese about once In 
fifteen years. Tho plan la to construct 
a richly decorated Junk, fill It. with 
dainty eatables, money, live anlmalB, 
incenao and other tempting thlngB nnd 
then to take It about the city with 
music and appropriate singing and 
groat pomp generally, This cnuses 
tho evil spirits to come out to see 
what Is going on. Beholding tho splen- 
did Junk and Its rare contents, they 
crowd Inside. Demons of sickness 
are. especially sought for and Bnared. 
After tho Junk has been sufficiently 
paraded, so that It la chock-full of de- 
mons, It Is burned and tho evil spirits 
perish. Formerly tho , Junk was set 
adrift on the ocean, hut sometimes It 
-was stranded on some Island or other, 
causing great suffering to the Inhabi- 
tants thus exposed to the attacks of 
Iho marooned spirits. So now the 
Junk Is burned at tho close of each 
ceremony of the sort. The Chinese In 
the vicinity of Singapore 'spent about 
$10,000 In getting rid of their domonfl 
this fall. 

Tradition gives the following as the 
origin of tho "wangkang": An emper- 
or of China kept 360 "chin su," or 
scholars who had passed the highest 
nOlclal examination, in n cave under, 
hie throne. There thoy had to play mu- 
sic. One day the emperor sent for the 
high priest of Taoism and told blm 
that there wero evil spirits under his 
throne and asked him to get rid of 
them. The priest consented and 
caused wafer to fall on tho "chin su," 
who got wet and therefore ceased 
their music. Then the priest told the 
emperor that the ovll spirits had gone. 
When the "chin su" got dry, however, 
they began their music again. The 
emperor again sent for the priest and 
told him that the ghoata wero BttlJ 
there and that hla Incantations bad 
been useless. The priest then struck 
a sword on tlio - floor beneath tho 
throne and called out "Kill!" There- 
upon tho heads of the "chin su" down 
below fell off and thoy all died. The, 
soula of tho "chin bu," however, were

Cities of the.ntnto to Profit Throoffli 
1'AMMntce of IIIU, 

Illinois cities will profit largely through 
the sacrifice of the plan for throe battle- 
ships In the Interest of tho public build- 
ings bill, writes a Washington corre- 
spondent to tho Chicago Evening Post. 
Already tho allotment of money for now 
government structures In the towns of 
tho-Stnte has been made mentally, and 
there are shining prospects that It will 
be mado materially after tho appropria- 
tions sanctioned nt tho next session be- 
come available. Illinois and Its forty- 
four sister States wero disappointed sadly 
last yoar because tho buildings bill was 
denied passage after It practically had 
been completed, but there was a tacit 
understanding that at the next session 
thero would be no sidetracking the 
measure, Here Is a list of tbo new 
buildings, with the accompanying appro- 
priations, for which Illinois representa- 
tives will nsk Congress: Building at East 
St, Louis to houso the postoQlcc, federal 
courts, revenue oulces and branches of 
tho Immigration nnd pension bureaus, 
$300,000; postofllco at Alton, $100,000; 
general government building at Belle- 
ville, $100,000; postofflces at Wankegnn, 
Lincoln and Kowanco, each- $75,000; 
postofflces nt Dixon, Paris, Belvldcro and 
Macomb, each $00,000; addition to post- 
office at Aurora, $20,000. This completes 
the record of demand b as it stands at the 
present date, but If the plum crop pros- 
pect brightens there will be requests that 
tho trco bo shaken again, Chicago has 
no part In the program, although ono or 
two Chicago representatives who have 
been through the new postofdee are 
ready to declare that the time has come 
to build another.

fOoTAL DEPARTMENT NEED*. 

Eatfnmfea Are Sow, Completed for 
Yenr dndlnv June 30, 1007. 

Postmnstcr General Curt el you re- 
cently completed and forwarded to tha 
Secretary of the Treasury tho esti- 
mates for tho Postofllco Department 
for tho fiscal year ending June SO, 
1007. They show a reduction of ex- 
penses wherever it Is believed it will 
not impnlr tbo service, but provision 
for dovolopment of postal facilities to 
meet tho growing needs of nil flections 
of tho couutry. The amount asked, for 
salaries in the department Is $1,401,- 
250, - an - nppa.rc.nt increase of $01,090 
over tho current np propria tlon, but as 
158,300 of this is simply a transfer 
from other appropriations the net in- 
crenso is only |3,CfK). The estimate 
submitted for next year Is $-1-1,020 less 
than. the estimate submitted ono.year. 
ngo. The clerical force of tho depart- 
ment, therefore, will remain practical- 
ly as It now Is during the next fiscal 
Fear. 

. Estimates for the postal service -nt 
farge — the field service — aggregate 
$103,000,000, an Increase over last* 
year's appropriation of about ? 12,000,- 
000.- This increase represents the nor- 
mal growth of the service based upon 
what the postal authorities regard as 
the most careful and conservative esti- 
mates, Each succeeding yenr sum a 
largo Increase In the business of tho 
department The principal Items in 
tho inereaso are the rurai delivery jjer- 
vice, rallwny Din 11 eorvlcc, compensa- 
tion to postniaBtcrs and their clerks 
and the compensation of letter carri- 
ers. 

For the maintenance of the rural de- 
livery service and its proper extension 
over $29,000,000 will be required. This 
Is an Increase of $3,000,000 over the ap- 
propriation for the curreut year, which 
in turn Is over $5,000,000 more than 
that of last year, bo that the present 
estimate is $1,400,000 less than the In- 
crease of tbo present over the preced- 
ing/year. . < 

The estimates for the railway moil 
service and railway mall transportation 
call for nu inereaso of about, $3,000,000 
over the current appropriation.^ 

To, provide for the compensation of 
postmasters and clerks In postofflces 
an Increase of nearly $2,000,000 will be 
necessary for the coming years, " and 
for the compensation of city letter car- 
riers nn Increase of more than $000,000 
will he needed, which Is $140,000 less 
than the Increase of the appropriation 
for the present year over that for tho 
preceding year. 

That'tho extension of the pneumatic 
tube service Is contemplated Is shown 
by the fact that the estimate carries 
$322,000 more than the current appro- 
priation. 

The deficit foe the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1005, was $14,572,5*1. "If re- 
cent calculations . are as accurate as 
they have been- frequently In the past," 
says tbo Postmaster General, ."they 
afford good renson for believing that 
the deficit for tho year ending June 30,

OVERRUN WITH THIEVES, 
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DASH BY CONVICTS. 



Battle Itoyal Between Plckpoclceta 
■nd Police In New York, 

New York City Is overrun with pick- 
pockets. According to Captain SlcCau- 
ley, of the detective burrau, from fifteen 
to twenty suspects are arrested daily 
and a battio royal Is going on between 
tho police nnd the light-fingered gentry. 
Night and day every part- of the city is 
covered with Commissioner McAdoo's 
men, and It la an exceptionally alert pick- 
pocket who docs not walk Into the net 
Every car line in tho city has Its detect- 
ives. They work la pairs covering their 
section, which varies according to the 
district. 

The preferred field of activity of pro- 
fessional pickpockets Is tho crowded 
street cars, Most often the woman with 
children 13* the victim of their operations. 
The pickpocket,- who -Is oftentimes a 
woman, will play with tho children or 
engage thorn la conversation, to distract 
the mother's attention; When slio does 
this 'success fully her con federates seize 
tho opportunity to "ancak" her pocket- 
book and make off. 

Most of the professional pickpockets 
work in groups, and every clique has 
Its specialty. 'For Instance, a pickpock- 
et who would "sneak" a pocketbook 
would seldom attempt to purloin n watch 
or a diamond scarfpln. Some thieves 
have a maul a for diamond scarf pins and 
would hover think of touching anything 
elso. 'Most thieves prefer the pocket- 
book, as there is less danger of their 
theft becoming known. Ono pickpocket 
at headquarters explained that he would 
never run tho risk of ."lifting" n watch, 
because, ho. said, "people make a. good 
.idol more fuss about losing their watch 
than they would a pocketbook or any- 
thing else. 

Nearly 5,000 photographs In tho 
rogues' -gallery at the. detective head- 
quarters, of men and women who ply 
the profession of "dipping," as they 
themselves term It, testify to tho In- 
creasing number of members j of the 
light-fingered gentry.

MISSOURI PRISONERS' DEBPER- 
ATE ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE, 



Bfaot Guards at Mlctilfznn City Penl- 
tentJarr'efld Uue DjnnmUe on Qates 
-Btrert BttlJo Follows, In Which the 
1'cJom Are Captured. 



Fire convicts, heavily nrmod, ,who 
made n desperate attempt to escape 
from the penltnitliiry nt Jefferson City, 
Mo, t shooting down tlio prison odiccrs 
who stood In their wuy, were captured 
after a spirited "battle with guards in 
tlio streets. In their dnBb from the 
prison Inclosure they wrecked with \ly- 
nnmlto a heavy steel gnte and forced a 
passing wagon to aid tiicm In flight, 
using tho teamster ns n shield from the 
bullets of their pursuers. Two of- the 
prison olllclnls nro dcofl nnd a third Is 
badly wounded. Two of' tho. convicts 
were severely wounded before they 
wore captured nnd one died Inter. 

Warden Mat W. Hall, Yard master 
Porter Olhin and five prison guards 
flops rtert Friday morning for Leaven- 
worth, Knn., on a speclnl train, con- 
voying seventy-one federal prisoners, 
who nro being transferred from tho 
Jefferson City penitentiary to the gov- 
ernment prison nt Fort Lenvenworth, 
and it is believed this fact had much 
to do- with tlio outbreak. 

Thero had not been the slightest 
wnrnlng of any trouble within the pris- 
on wnlls, when suddenly Vaughn, Ray- 
mond, RIake, Ryan and- Zclglcr, who 
were working In close proximity to 
the prison gnte, Inside the inclosure, ns 
If by a given signal, made a rush for 
the gate; From their pockets they 
drew pistols. Rushing past tho gate, 
they entered Deputy Wn'rden Sco'b of- 
flco and' shot him as he sat In hla 
choir, no sank- back and. was unable 
to resist them. 

InBtnntly they rbtdrned to tho gate 
nnd met Gatcdnin John Clay, who had 
been alarmed by tho shots. Before he 
could raise his weapon he was shot 
dead, Allison, who was attracted by 
the shooting, was the next victim. He 
was sbot through tho head and died 
almost instantly. Then, as If to sig- 
nal tho convicts generally thnt tho at- 
tempt to escape had been started, the 
convicts seized the bell rope hanging 
by tho gate and began ringing the 
bell. 

Gntcmnn Clay had left tho wagon 
gate ajar, and four of the convicts 
rushed through, dragging his body 
with them, slammed the gate shut and 
fastened it on the Inside. They wero 
then In tho wagon entrance to the peni- 
tentiary, the passage being about forty 
feet long by fifteen feet wide, and 
leading to the public street through an- 
other double gate of steel. This out- 
side gate was locked, but the convicts 
were deterred only for a moment Plac- 
ing dynamite under the outside gate, 
they blow an opening through the mas- 
sive steel doors big enough for a car- 
riage and before tho smoke bad clear- 
ed they had dashed through a number 
of "trusty" convicts working In tho 
street and ran madly for twelve blocks. 
Zclglcr, It was found, had ' failed to 
leaTO the penitentiary walls, 
Battle In the Street*. 

Almost before tbo four escaping con- 
victs bad covered the distance of: ono 
block the prison officials, heavily arm* 
ed,. -wore In pursuit, shooting as they 
ran. Pedestrians Jumped behind trees, 
ran Into houses and crouched down 
behind any cover that presented a ref- 
uge. - Those Hying In bouses along the 
lino of flight, alarmed by the shooting,, 
rushed out to ascertain the cause. 
Women screamed and ficd precipitate- 
ly, while the majority of men seized- 
weapons and joined tho prison officials 
In the pursuit A desperate fear gave 
speed to the convicts and they outran 
their pursuers. 

Near the Missouri Pacific Railway 
depot thoy came upon a wagon being 
driven by Orvlllo Lane. Jumping Into 
this wagon, thoy seized Lane and held, 
bl in ns n shield from the bullets of 
their pursuers. Ono convict laBhed tho 
horse into a run. The wild ride' was 
of short' duration, 'however, as another 
posse, consisting of city -police, aug- 
mented by citizens, appeared In front 
of them, nnd,'scclng that further flight 
was cut off, thoy stopped the horse and 
made a lost stand. 

Lane was thrown to tho bottom of 
tho wagon, and, crouching over him, 
shielding themselves to tho best pos- 
sible advantage behind the sides of 
the 'vehicle, "they opened fire on their 
pursuers. The prison officials shouted 
to them to Burrcndor or thoy would ho 
Bhot dend. Their only reply was a 
volley fromitholr revolvers.' 

Then followed ono' of tho most des- 
perate ^street' - battles .that over took 
placo-in. the' annals of escaping con- 
victs in Jefferson City. Tho men in 
tho posso Jumped behind trees and 
Bhot with tolling effect, splintering the 
wagon, and finally putting a bullet 
through ono of tho convicts, who felt 
to tho ground. - Then, seeing that fur- 
ther resistance was useless, tho con- 
victs surrendered. With a rush the 
offlcjals closed around tho wagon, pre- 
pared to shoot to tiie death If tlio sur- 
render wob a ruse; But no resistance 1 
was offered. 

It was found that Vnughan anfl 
Blake wore suffering from bullet 
wounds. Driver Lnno and- Ryan and 
Raymond were ulnjurcd. The convicts 
wero Immediately taken back to the 
penitentiary, where tho ^wounded wore 
given medical attention, whilo, tho un- 
injured ivero placed in solitary con- 
finement In dungeon cells. >.."
